Mr. Studley moved that a copper tube or brass 
pipe be specified for use in the water line from the street 
to the Court House. Motion was carried. 

Mr. Plummer moved that the budget as adopted 
be further amended by adding $250 for a steam kettle 
and $225 for a bread mixer at the County Farm. Mo- 
tion seconded by Boucher and carried. 
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It was voted to raise by taxation $232,112.50 for 
the year 1939 and $282,112.50 for the year 1940 to be

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Strafford County: 


In accordance with Chapter 41 of the Public Laws 
of the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County herewith present the annual reports 
of the County Commissioners, County Treasurer, Clerk 
of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Superintendent of 
the County Home and House of Correction, Farm Phy- 
sician, Farm Chaplain and County Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1939. 


The County Home remains under the efficient su- 
pervision of Mr. and Mrs. Edgar J. Ham, Superintend- 
ent and Matron. Due to their economical management 
the appropriation for the farm and jail again shows 
an unexpended balance. The average weekly cost per 
capita for all inmates has risen to $5.52. This in- 
crease in per capita cost is brought about by the fact 
that there were about 1,000 fewer inmate-weeks at the 
Home during 1939 than there were in 1938. The spe- 
clal expenditures for roof repairs, painting, and the 
general rise in costs of food and materials also helped 
to raise the per capita cost. We feel that the citizens 
of Strafford County have every reason to feel proud 
of their County Home and its management. 


We wish to thank the Chaplains, Physician, and 
all the employees at the County Home for the compe- 
tent and faithful service that they have rendered dur- 
ing the past year. 


The Statement of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures for 1939 shows a net overdraft of appropriations 
for the year of $5,335.28. This compares very favor- 
ably with the overdrafts sustained by the County in

preceding years, and the figure is the more remarkable 
in view of the fact that the Delegation reduced the 
budget that was recommended for 1939 by some 
$10,000.00. We believe that we have made an earnest 
effort to keep within the amounts of our appropria- 
tions wherever it was possible to do so. 


The item of Superior Court Expenses was over- 
drawn $3,167.83. There has been an annually recur- 
rent overdraft of some $3,000.00 in this department for 
several years past, the appropriation of $15,000.00 hav- 
ing consistently proved to be inadequate. This over- 
draft seems likely to continue. We wish to point out 
that your Commissioners have no authority over the 
expenditures charged to this account. The appropria- 
tion for the Board and Care of Children has been over- 
drawn in the amount of $5,472.38. This item has 
steadily increased during the year, and still shows a 
gradual upward trend. At the present time Strafford 
County is paying for the Board and Care of 127 chil- 
dren which are recommended to us by the State Board 
- of Welfare and Relief at rates fixed by the State Board. 
Of the 127, 62 are cared for in institutions and 65 are 
in private homes. While this expenditure is undoubt- 
edly high it seems to us justified as an investment in 
good citizens for future years. The expenditure for 
Old Age Assistance contributions has gradually in- 
creased during the year due to the addition of new 
cases. This item is due for a sharp rise in 1940 owing 
to the reduction of the eligible age from 70 down to 65 
years. The administration of this aid to the aged is 
wholly in the hands of State authorities. 


The overdraft in the Poor Off Farm or Direct Re- 
lief account amounts to only $747.69 for the year. Since 
Strafford County has become responsible for the re- 
lief of 100 new cases (families) during the past year 
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due to the operation of the changed settlement law, 
we feel quite proud of this showing. 


Unquestionably this added burden of new cases 
thrown on the County has resulted in lowering the re- 
lief expenditures of our towns and cities. We have 
tried to provide adequate relief at the lowest possible 
cost to the taxpayers, and are glad to be able to report 
a reduction in direct relief expenditures of $12,378.54 
under the expenditures of 1938, from $103,813.65 in 
1938 to $91,435.11 in 1939. While it is true that Coun- 
ty taxes have been increased, the direct State tax on 
the towns and cities has been eliminated since the State 
did not have to contribute to the cost of Direct Relief 
during the past year. 


During 1939 Strafford County has contributed 
$16,508.74 toward the sponsor’s share of the costs of 
six W. P. A. projects. We feel that this sum has saved 
us a much larger expenditure in relief expenses which 
the W. P. A. wages supplanted or supplemented. In 
determining what the County’s share of these costs 
should be for each project, we have considered careful- 
ly the number of County cases that would be enabled 
to stay off direct relief by this means. 


We are presenting several detailed statements of 
our expenditures for the various items in our budget. 
We think that these statements are quite clear, and we 
trust that they will be understandable by all. 


The Delegation made special appropriations for 
several specified purposes. For the special expenses 
of County Officers in the Horne murder case $1,400.00 
was appropriated and $1,377.20 expended and for spe- 
cial Superior Court expenses on this case $700.00 was 
appropriated and $755.01 was spent. New office equip- 
ment has been installed in the Court House as follows: 
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Desks, chairs, desk lamps, and a steel case in the Reg- 
istry of Deeds, filing case and lamps in the Registry 
of Probate, steel roller cases in the vault of the Clerk 
of Court, new steel desks in the Sheriff’s and County 
Solicitor’s office, and a new fireproof vault door for 
the vault in the Commissioners’ Office. We feel that 
these various items were badly needed, and we wish to 
thank the Delegation for making the funds available 
for them. 


A new water service into the Court House -has 
been laid during the past year and a new locomotive- 
type heating unit has been installed. This last item 
was ordered under the 1939 appropriation, but the job 
was not completed at the close of the year so that this 
item which amounts to $1,087.00 will not be paid until 
1940. The new steam kettle and bread mixer for the 
County Home have been ordered also, but not yet in- 
stalled. The new road from Sixth Street to the Coun- 
ty Home is in process of construction. During the past 
year roofs have been repaired at the County Home and 
the wooden buildings have all been painted which will 
protect the buildings, and has greatly improved the ap- 
pearance of the institution. 


In considering the budget for 1940 which the Dele- 
gation has voted we see several items which, in view of 
past experience, seem likely to prove inadequate. Board 
and care of children and Old Age Assistance seem like- 
ly to increase, and the Superior Court Expenses in- 
variably overrun the $15,000.00 appropriated for them. 
The expenditures for Direct Relief are largely con- 
trolled by business activity and unemployment. At 
the present time the outlook is fairly favorable for 
some decrease in Direct Relief during the coming year, 
although a general increase in living costs is apparent, 
particularly in foodstuffs. We shall do our utmost to 
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see that help is given only to those who are deserving, 
and that not a dollar of county money is wasted. 


During the past year the old jail in Dover was sold, 
netting $2,375.00 to the County. While the proceeds 
of this sale were small we feel sure that the sale was 
beneficial as the old building had been a bill of ex- 
pense to the County for some time. 


We wish to thank all the State, County, and local 
officials who have helped us in so many ways during 
the past year for their kindness and cooperation.

I herewith submit my report for the year ending 
December 31, 1939. 


I am very happy to be able to report that the year 
1939 has witnessed a reduction in the net debt of 
Strafford County of $23,555.01. The net debt of the 
County was $104,622.62 on December 31, 1938, and 
$81,067.61 on December 31, 1939. The very large 
county tax levied for 1939 undoubtedly made this debt 
reduction possible, but when we realize the heavy re- 
lief burden that is borne by the County it is gratifying 
to note this substantial decrease in the amounts that 

the taxpayers will have to pay in future years. 


The net overdraft of 1939 was only $5,335.28, a 
substantial reduction from the 1938 overdraft which 
amounted to $23,583.54. This reflects very favorably 
upon the business administration of the Commission- 
ers. 


On December 7, 1939, the date when county taxes 
became due, all but $2,400.00 out of a total county tax 
of $232,112.50 had been paid. This promptness on the 
part of town selectmen and city officials enables the 
County to pay its tax anticipation notes as they come 
due without refinancing, helps to maintain the finan- 
cial credit of our County, and saves the towns and 
cities an interest penalty for tax delinquency. I want 
to thank the town and city officials for their coopera- 
~ tion in this respect. 


The credit standing of Strafford County remains 
high, which is evidenced by the very low rate of dis- 
counts on the tax anticipation notes which have been 
issued during the past year. The total interest charges 
on $260,000.00 of notes issued during 1939 amounted to 
only $638.42. 
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I wish to take this opportunity of once more 
thanking the Commissioners for their cooperation and 
Miss Theresa Carrier for her capable assistance dur- 
ing the past year.
